contvois :i larirc numbcrof patents covering 
this invention and learned from the sccrc-' 
tavysomool the varied uses to which it 
may ho put. As Ions ago us last summer' 
the oxpcrimcntoC i-unning a street car with 
u storage battery was successfully tried iu 
Philadelphia. 
Tho batteries wcro placed 


beneath the scats ol the car, and they SUD- 
plied tho current to a dynamo-electric 
motor Beared to the axlo. Thoso batteries 
coiisisi ol a scries of colls, in each of which 
uvc plunpred uventy-thi'co lead plates, 
twelve being united together to form oac 
pole and clover, to tho other. Tho plates 
arc perforated at regular intervals by 
square holes which aro llllcd respectively 
with litharge and red lead. Tho ceils for 
use upon street cars measure 7 by 7 by 0 
inches and wciyh about forty pounds. It 
requires ei^hty-foui* of "thcso to run a 
strcel-ciir. In order to chargo the battery 
the cells aro removed from the cav aufl aro 
then connected with au electric dynamo. It 
takes about four hours to Tally charge 
tho eighty-four cells. Tho charging, of 
course, in actual running would go on 
continuously, one series 
of exhaust- 


eel cells being replaced 
on 
tho 
car 


by another series fully charged. On board 
tho cur tho colls aro automatically con- 
nected together, and tho terminal poles ran. 
to u vortical cylindrical switchboard, sta- 
tioned on tho front platform. Tho switch la 
RO constructed as to malro twenty-two dif- 
ferent combinations of the force, so as to ox-' 
aetiy regulate tho expenditure of energy. 


Street cars upon which these accumula- 


tors arc used run at tho rate of: eight miles 
an hour, including stoppages, ami will carry 
a fall loaded car from forty to fifty miles. 
Not or.ly do tho batteries propel tho car, but 
they maintain an electric light system with 
which tho vehicle is illuminated, and also 
ring tho signal and warning bolls. Tho stor- 
age of electricity has made the use of: eleo- 
tricity possible in many instances where 
hitherto it sooniod impracticable, and in 
others has Tuado this luxury an economy 
where before it was an extravagance. 


To-day many offices and private houses 


and towns are lighted, and many vehicles 
and motors are drawn by means of tho 
storage system, while formerly electricity 
could not bo used as all. For lighting pur- 
poses it is invaluable, particularly for use on 
steamers and yachln. A gentleman in Phil- 
adelphia has one of these storage batteries 
arranged on his carriage, which gives a 
three candle-power light on cacii side of his 
tchJclo, which inside is as light as day.

Follows (mil Cliaslia. 


The Minneapolis Tribune dcscriboa tlic In- 


dian ecroinony of tho mjirr-iugc of Miss Cora 
Fellows to Chuska, tho Sioux Indian,- iu 
Swift Bird's Camp, near Pierre, D. T., as 
follows: The most iatorcstine: part oC Iho 
\vholo proceeding was tho Indian ceremony. 
After tlic conclusion ot that, performed 
by Ecv. Handford. tho bridegroom was 
taken by tho medicine man of tho tribe and 
led into a, lodge near*,-, and placed upon a 
pile ot sldns near the center ot the room. 
When scaled,forty young warriors, gaudily 
painted in all hues ot the rainbow, f.led in, 
and took positions in nn arch around tho 
couple. They wcro also followed by a like 
number of Indian maidens, who took posi- 
tions just outside tho i-iug-, ouch carrying a 
present, -which v.-ns Rlvou to tho brido to 
show lhi;ix- lovo for their now white sister. 
Tho meaicinw utuii ivwiit turougti a sonos of' 
gestures, and tho Indians in atLcndaaco set 
up a dismal chaut, -\vhieh continued half un 
hour, alter which tho medicine man toolr. 
herbs from a baj and threw them upon tho 
flro which had been started in front of tho 
couple. As the smoko ascended tho Indians 
all fell upon all fours and set r.p most un- 
eurt-uly yells, ^vhica wore liopt up fox 
1 sev- 


eral minutes. 


Thus this part ot tho marriago was com- 


pleted and the great father pleased \vltU 
the union. A young squaw, dressed in u 
beautiful boavor-skir. robe reaching to her 
feet, now ontcrod tho lodgo,bearing in her 
hands a crown made from tho slcins of otter 
set with elk teeth and gold ornaments. 


.This -was placed upon tho head of tho 


bride and another howl of chants wont up 
from tho firoup of redskins. Immediately 
another Indian girl, daughter of tho med- 
icine man, entered the lodge, bearing a 
bcautifu'boar-skiu robe-ornamented with 
figures. Tho girl took a position besido tho 
brido, and the medicine man agaia catered 
tho circle and explained tho words writ- 
toa on the robe, translated as follows: "To 
Cora EcUo, our dearly-beloved Quoon of 
3an Arcs, we will always bo ready to do. 
you homage and shall always recognize you 
as our sister and Queen." 


At the conclusion ot this part of tho 


ceremony the medicine man took ashes 
from the lire, sprinkled on the couple to keep 
off the bad spirits, after which ho again 
moved tlio blessing of tho Groat Spirit, and 
,hon assisted tho coup'.o to their feet. Tilts 
concluded tho wedding, and dancing was in 
order and kept up until morning, being 
mingled in by both Indians and whites. 


At midnight an elegant supper was 


served, consisting of venison, boar, buffalo, 
wild turkey and roast bear tail. Each arti- 
cle ot food was served on u, largo dish 
placed upon tho tnblo around which tho 
juests were seated.
